2. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the patent 
to Maruyama et al (USP 6,184,180). 

This patent teaches the imaging of reversible heat-sensitive paper with heat 
generated by unfocused light (see Maruyama et al at column 21 , lines 22, 24 and 25).
